To most of the 
readers of the News these words 
bring up memories of moonlight 
nights, blazing fires, vei-y likely 
cool biting air and to some possibiy 
come recollections of i-aids on 
eighboriug cornfields to obtain 
the wherewithal to roast.

Dear Editor:—When I was in 
California last winter, I was intx-o- 
duced to tbe Bethel News by Mr. 
A. T. Rowe. I enjoyed reading tbe 


letters written by the children and 
would like to send you one, telling 
about our trip up Mount Lowe. 

One pleasant morning we had an 
early breakfast and took an electric 
car from Pasadena up through tbe 
foot-hills and Rubio Canon which 
was very wild and bad been grad¬ 
ually ascending since we left Pasa¬ 
dena. Then we took a large open 
car, with closed sides, seats one 
above another and painted white, 
which was called “The White Char¬ 
iot,” up the incline that is nearly' 
3000 feet long and makes a direct 
ascent of 1300 feet. The incline 
briags us to Echo Mountain, where 
you can look off and see the beauti¬ 
ful San Gabriel valley where Pas¬ 
adena lies, and several miles far¬ 
ther, a glimpse of the Pacific Ocean. 
There was the World’s Fair Search¬ 
light, Lowe Observatory and the 
hotel, which made it interesting 
for visitors. The electric railway 
goes from Echo Mountain to Al¬ 
pine Tavern “on a twelve-foot-wide 
shelf, hewn for four miles out of 
the solid granite.” The scenery 
is wild, looking down Into the 
canons thousands of feet, and when 
the car was on the middle track we 
could see two tracks above and be¬ 
low us, passing through pine, fir, 
manzanita and live-oak forests, 
over the circular bridge where it 
wa_s frightful* through the granite 
gate where the sides of the car 
almost touched, and soon we reach¬ 
ed the rustic Alpine Tavern on 
Mount Lowe, where we were ,,5000 
feet above sea level.” We walked 
through the snow to Inspiration 
Point where we looked off and saw 
still more of the Pacific Ocean, Pa¬ 
sadena and surroundings and the 
hotel at Echo Mountain, looking 
like a white dot, we were so far 
above it. 

Going back the trolley was off all 
the way to Echo Mountain. Then 
we took “The White Chariot” down 
the incline to the electric car that 
passed through Rubio Canon and 
Altadena to Pasadena, where we 
arrived at six o’clock, having made 
a grand and interesting trip to 
Mount Lowe.

gets much of her milk supply from 
France.

“As mild as milk” is a proverbial 
phrase.

Mix all tbe 
ingredients except the egg, stir on the 
tiro until the mixture bubbles, add the 
egg; set away to cool. When cold make

Slice two quarts of silver or white or 
Spanish onions, put them on to boil in 
cold water, to which has been added 
salt and a little baking soda. When 
they come to a boil, throw this water 
off, then add hot water and a little more 
salt. Stew until tender. Turn in colan¬ 
der and drain in a warm place. When 
thoroughly drained, have ready in a 
pan a teaspoonful of melted butter. Put 
onions in pan, and when hot add a ta¬ 
blespoouful of butter and two or three 
beaten’eggs. This will agree with the
